PONOKA UNTANGLES 
MUNICIPAL SKEIN 


Ponoka, June 7.—Ponoka is no 
longer remarkable as being the Al- 
berta town without a council, for in 
an election which caused tremendous 
excitement here Friday, six new 
councillors, .a mayor and a new 
school trustee were chosen. 

The personnel of the town’s new 
administrative tbody is: Mayor, Hec- 
tor Skinner; councillors, T. Cooper, 
B. Headley, Dr E. V. Addinell, G. 
Beal, F. Bullock and D. E. Wilde. 

The former council and the mayor 
resigned during May after a_ rather 
bitter division over the policies to 
be followed by the town’s admini- 
strative body. Some of the members 
felt that it was strictly against the 
law for council members to share in 
business created by the town’s needs, 
while others felt that merchants or 
business men should not be penalized 
by loss of such business due to the 
fact that they were council members, 

Councillors W. E. Addinell, Dr. W. 
Pullyblank and E. T. Cooper resigned 
after a heated session in council in 
which they had taken the stand first 
outlined. Almost as promptly came 
the resignation of Mayor D. R. Mor- 
gan, which was followed by those of 
Councillors R. Slater, N. Nelson and 
A. Reid. 

Friday’s election can not be said 
to indicate the views of the electors 
on the subject for the mayor chosen 
was Hector Skinner,, who was not 
a member of the last council. He de- 
feated N. Nelson, former councillor, 
by a vote of 115 against 90.

INITIAL ROUND OF 
BATTLE FOR ESTATE 


London, June 6.—Rancher_ earl, 
otherwise Mr. Frederick Perceval, of 
Priddis, Alberta, has won the first 
round in his legal claim to be de- 
clared owner of estates of Avon 
Castle and elsewhere in England, es- 
timated to be worth $2,500,000. 

After six months’ inquiry in cham- 
bers in the London law courts the 
master in chancery has endorsed Mr. 
Perceval’s right to ownership and will 
so report to the judge who may in his 
discretion make an order accordingly. 


However, two ‘other’ claimants, 
James William Perceval,; a London 
baker, and Robert Pownall, ‘retired 


optician of Haydock, Lancashire, who 
assert that they are descendants of 
the second Earl of Egmont, intend to 
appeal against the master’s finding. 


ONTARIO FIRES 
DAMAGE $3,000,000 


Port Arthur, Ont., June 7.—Toll of 
forest .fires in northwestern Ontario 
may exceed $3,000,000, informed ob- 
servers estimated Friday night as ‘the 
red hazard was appreciably lessened 
in nearly all areas. 

Reports continued to tell of fires 
burning both east and northwest of 
the lakehead but forestry department 
squads are believed to have effective- 
ly cut down the menace with the aid 
of recent rains, especially in the 
country to the east. A’ few new 
blazes were reported in the Hurkett 
section that were not considered 
serious. 


SEE OPTIMISTIC TURN OF 
WORLD’S WHEAT.OUTLOOK 


Winnipeg, June 7. — Grain trade 
Jeremiahs are weeping at the virtual 
certainty that the Canadian Wheat 
Pool has escaped disaster in the 
rickiest crop marketing year since 
this country became a factor in 
world grain trade 

Wheat is moving out, and on a 
jmarket which is generally firm, to 
\firmer, though adjustment of May ac- 
counts caused fractional reactions 
this week, ranging from one cent on 
the nearby to nil on the distant fu- 
tures. 

For the week ended Wednesday, 
8.5 millions of bushels were exported 
from Canada, as against &.9' last 
week and a 3.4 weekly average since 


‘the crop year opened on August 1, 


and a 1929 average of 6.8 millions 
weekly. World shipments since July 
1 were 566 millions, against 845.7 last 
year. However, the export movement 
is very definitely on the upgrade and 
all the indications are that, during 
the next two months, Europe will re- 
quire very definite amounts of foreign 
grain, 

North American, United Kingdom 
and Argentine stocks are now 12 mil- 
lion bushels lower than they were a 
year ago. France claims a heavy 
surplus, but the French growing crop 
has been running into hardship for 
nearly two months and the govern- 
ment will soon be compelled to aban- 
don its policy of bonusing exports and 
penalizing imports. 

Italy has also a greatly inferior 
crop and it will be late and subject to 
‘much damage. Spain and Denmark 
expect fair crops, but they are not 
big tharket factors. And _ other 
European countries, except Rumania, 
are in an equally uncertain position, 

The overwhelming surplus’ Burope 
had last year has practically disap- 
peared, leaving the continent practi- 

cally dependent on imported wheat. 
Liverpool stocks are 2.9 million 
bushels, against 4.1 last year. Ar- 
rivals are up to 600,00 bushels to four 
millions this week, but wheat on- 
passage is up less than one million, 
in spite of 2.5 additional millions 
shipped. 

The greatest single factor in the 
market is the condition of growing 
crops in Canada and the United 
Sates. United States winter wheat 
over large areas has not staged the 
comeback which was expected when 
the belated April rains descended. It 
is now realized that an estimate of 
544 millions against an average of 578 
is too high and will have to be re- 
vised sharply downwards, with cut- 
ting only a short distance away. In 
spring wheat areas they have not 
had the same rains which Western 
Canada has enjoyed. For the most 
part, they are as deficient in subsoil 
moisture as this country was in April. 

In Western Canada the cold wea- 
ther has not been an unmixed evil. 
(t has given the grain good strong

PRESIDENT BEATTY 
AND UNEMPLOYMENT 


President Beatty of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has just announced 
the policy uf -his corporation on the 
problem of unemployment. It is a 
simple one. When traffic movement 
is slow, and business slackens, ex- 
penses must be cut and the staff re- 
duced. If there is less work to do 
fewer men, obviously, are required to 
do it. To retain, employees at the 
expense of the corporation could not 
be considered. ‘‘No such policy could 
be adopted under the conditions ex- 
isting in Canada today by any private 
company, no matter how broad and 
humane its policies were.” This is 
Mr. Beatty’s position. 

The Canadian National Railways, 
he said, had regarded the existing 
shortage of railway business as a 
temporary conditions and had “consid-|* 
ered it unwise ‘and indeed opposed to 
the national interests to embark upon 
a wholesale policy of retrenchment 
which would throw many hundreds of 
wage-earners out of employment, with 
attendant economic disadvantages.” 
This policy might be allright for a 
National Railway, but no private com- 
pany could do it. Hence, in private 
concerns in dull times, the super- 
fluous workers had to be discharged. 

A week or so’ earlier, in Toronto, 
Mr. Beatty had made the following 
statement about unemployment: “It 
is probably true that in the first in- 
stance this is a problem for industry 
itself, and that such steps as may be 
taken to relieve the situation should 
be taken before other policies involv- 
ing government intervention are con- 
Sidered. Governments are quite prop- 
erly disinclined to interfere in such 
situations unless it becomes apparent 
that the problem is beyond the solu- 
tion of those immediately concerned.”

Sun baths should be taken regular- 
ly each day, and, as the weather 
grows warmer, these should jbe taken 
out of doors rather than in front of 
the open window. 

There is a right way to take sun 
baths, and this way must be followed 
or harm will result. On the first day, 
the hands and feet are exposed for 
five minutes. Next day, the time is 
ten minutes, and so five minutes a 
day are added until the bath lasts for 
an hour.

whole body is given an hour’s sun 
bath daily. 

The baby should not have his sun 
bath just before or after a meal. In 
the really hot weather, his sun bath 
should ‘be before eleven or after three, 
so that he may not be exposed to the 
mid-day sun. : 

In addition to the good that comes 
directly in the sun’s rays, there is 
no doubt that the exposure of the 
body to the air—the air bath—is of 
benefit to the child. 

Taking the sun bath out of doors 
or in front of the open window gives 
the baby the benefits of both the sun 
.and the air at the same time.

No 
newspaper copy was used to an- 
nounce it, only store window cards 
and banners supplementing a daily

tion. 

“Wor three days clerks were in- 
structed to ask shoppers where they 
learned about the sale. Not one buy- 
er had heard of the sale over the 
radio, the majority having seen the 
store windows only. The manage- 
ment then went to the local news- 
papers with small copy calling at- 
tention to the radio program which 
would give details of the sale. Still 
the response was without a _ single 
result. 

Finally,
